Applicants believe that the partial denial of their Request may have been related to the 
Examiner's having crossed through citations provided on Applicants 1 PTO-1449 form. However, 
as stated at the bottom of current PTO Form SB08 A, the Examiner is only to take this action if 
the citation is not in conformance and the reference is not considered. (See bottom of SB08A: 
"Draw line through citation if not in conformance and not considered"). It is clear that, in the 
present situation, Applicants 1 citations were in conformance: further, copies were acknowledged 
as received by the Office. Accordingly, the Office was obligated to list the references on the 
face page of the patent because the Applicants had satisfied all requirements. The Examiner's 
notations were simply in error. 

The Examiner's mistaken notations on a copy of Applicants' PTO-1449 are not a 
sufficient reason to refuse to list those references on the face page of the patent. As noted, 
Applicants had complied with all requirements for such listing. In view of the foregoing, 
Applicants respectfully request that the denial be reconsidered and that the Certificate of 
Correction issue as originally requested.
